>id law to do so. When the blister bwaks 
he epidermis, the tenderness of that por- 
lon of the body draws thc virus In the 
ystein thither, 'instead of to the throat 
s ordinarily. This may prove to be of 
ast advantage to thc medical fraternity.

Fine shawls arc made in Punjaub 


and other provinces from goat' «and sheep's 
wool, and sold as genuine Cashmere, but 
are an inferior article. 
In Cashmere 100,- 


000 persons are employed in the shawl 
manufacture. 
The weavers are all males, 


most of the spinners are women. The 
weaving of a shawl of ordinary pattern 
occupies three weavers three months : the 
more elaborate and costly for from twelve 
to fifteen months.

DISINFECTION BY TIIK FUMES ov SI;L. 


rnun.—The circular of the Masschusett 
State Board of Health says: Effective 
disinfection, by burning sulpher, requires 
eighteen ounces to each space of one 
thousand cubic feet. 
The sulphur shouk 


be broken in small pieces, burned over 
a vessel of water or sand, so as to avoic 
danger from fire, and if the room is large 
it should be put in separate vessels in dif- 
ferent places. The room should be tight- 
ly closed for six hours, and then aired; it 
is better that the room should be warm 
that cold._ Of course, efficiently disin- 
fected air is, during the process of disin- 
fection, irrespirable. Most articles mav 
be disinfected in this way, if hung up 
loosely in the fumigated chamber, al- 
though it would be an additional safe- 
guard to expose aoything thick, like 
bed mattress, to prolonged heat at a tem- 
perature of about 240S P.; and indeed, 
heat must, with our present knowledge, 
be considered the best disinfectant.

The Hleroseoiie au4 How to Era It. 


This was the subject of a most inter- 


ing and instructive lecture, delivered on 
Thursday evening last, in the Presbyter- 
ian Church, by the Rev. A. Macloskie, 
LL. D., professor of Natural Science in 
the College of New Jersey, Princton. 
The manner of the lecturer was very ad- 
mirable. He had great ability in mak- 
ing scientific truths clear to the inex- 
perienced in such nmtteis. 
Even the 


children who were present were kept on 
the alert throughout the lecture. 
It 


would be an excellent thing for Bristol if 
visits and lectures from men of the stamp 
of Prof. Macloskie were more frequent. 
We append a few of the statements of 
the Professor 
"The human eye may be 


compared with a magic lantern, the image 
of an object being cast by a light through 
a lens upon a screen. 
The screen for re- 


ceiving the picture is the retina, which 
consists of fine nerves, with rods and 
canes which are covered v, ith purple color 
indarkness, and become white in the day- 
light. Upwards of three millionsof canes 
have been estimated to be in one eye, 
and this nearly measures the the limits of 
clear 
vision, as we can distinguish 


only about the same number of objects 
within the field of vision. 
In order to 


see smaller objects we must 
magnify 


them, that is to say, we must use some 
contrivance by which their image on 
the retina shall be enlarged. This ob- 
ject is attained by placing a lens of glass 
before the eye, which is a (simple micro- 
scope. 
The compound microscope hns 


a double combination, by which we are 
able to magnify the already enlarged pic- 
ture of the object, an,d has a stand with 
secondary adjustments supenidded to the 
optical part. 
Any good stand may be 


used with magnifying glasses of the high- 
est powers, but usually less powers are 
the best for ordinary work (from 100 to 
300 diameter). The method of prepar- 
ing objects for examination, and for fo- 
cusing and examining them having been 
described, and also for figuring them by 
free hand, and by camera and photgraphy, 
it was recommended that owners\>f micro- 
scopes should follow a systematic method 
of study. 
Much time is lost by desultory 


work, but any person'of intelligence may 
make valuable contributions to science 
by careful examination of the different 
parts of a plant or minute animal through 
the different stages of its life-history. 
The difficulties of interpreting what we 
see with this instrument are so great that 
we are still uncertain as to the real struc- 
ture of many common objects. 
Thus it 


has been argued within the last month by 
Dr. Haycroft, of Edinburgh, that the 
striated appearance of muscles and fibres 
is due to the interruption of light caused 
by the beaded form of a homogeneous 
substance; and Dr. Klein, the eminent 
histologist, favors this view, though it is 
contrary to the views long current on the 
subject. 
The results already reached 


by the aid of the microscope were sketched 
It doubles the benefit of having light and 
eye-sight, and it is strange that people go 
to great expense of time and money to 
visit foreign lands and yet neglect to see 
the new world lying beside them. Natu- 
ral science has been of service only by 
the aid of the microscope, the old notions 
of prft-ostical *njmak arising spontinfe- 
ou*ly.ho« been exploded by finding their 
millions of eggs, and tracing the stages 
of their growth; and methods of protec- 
tion against Trichina and other .enemies 
have been thus discovered. The part taken 
by Bacteria as germs producing fevers! 
is now the subject of microscopical re-, 
search, and results may yet be reached of 


moment to medical science. The quer- 
tion of contagion and how to guard against 
it, is in a large measure a question for 
the microscope. The unity of nature has 
thus been shown. At the base of animal 
life is the Amoeba, as lately described in 
Dr. Leidy's beautiful work on the Rhixo- 
pods, where one cell is able to do all the 
functions of life. At the summit man is 
composed of a community of cells some 
alimentary, some of rigidity (as the bones), 
some for circulation (blood), some for ir- 
ritable and sensory (nerves), some protec- 
tive (skin and hair). Thus we have great 
physiological division of labor, but show- 
ing a relationship with Amoeba. Whether 
we may or may n»t go on to say that in 
nature there is a system of work securing 
the evolution of animals and plants from 
simpler forms, it is manifest that such 
fundamental unity is not consistent with 
polytheism, but involves .the doctrine that 
there is one God over all. Christianity 
has just as little to fear, and just as much 
to expect from the advancement of bio- 
logical science, as it has from the discov- 
ery of truth in any other field of re- 
search." 


The Hewing School 


In the early part of the winter a sewing 


school was organized by a few ladies of 
our borough for the benefit of the chil- 
dren of the town. Through the medium 
of the public schools 'it became known, 
and on the llth of December, 1880, six- 
teen teachers and one hundred pupils as- 
sembled in the Wood Street School 
House. 
By the kindness of several la- 


dies sufficient funds were obtained to 
carry on the work. During the winter 
several teachers who were present at the 
opening meeting, either resigned or were 
absent on account of sickness, but their 
places were supplied by others. The 30th 
of April, 188], the school closed with 
fourteen teachers and seventy pupils, 
the attendance during the season varyin<* 
from sixty-five to eighty-five pupils. One 
hundred and twenty garments were made, 
and a large number given where they 
would be useful, the rest remaining in the 
hands of the teachers, to be appropriated 
as they think best. 
The improvement of 


the children was marked and encouraging, 
many who could not even thread their 
needles at the beginning of the winter, 
carried home with them on the closing 
day a neatly made garment, the result of
